Whan originally contacted froia New Orleans early in January, 
LAVENDER lived at the Vfhite House Apar tenants, 523 Darming Way 
in Apartment 4p9, Seattle, Washington. He has no Lis had 
telephone. The landlady of the apartment also has an unlisted 
telephone. Jt was determined, however, that her name is MRS* 
JOHNSOH and that her phone numher is EA. 9-2130. 

Another tenant in the apartment is WOLFGAKG JOST whose telephone 
nurrfber is ea. 3-6718, 

LAVENDER stated that mail could be cover addressed to him in care 
of DAN R* BROWN, 715 Second Avenue, N, , Apartment 2, Seattle, 
Washington, LAVENDER insisted that all contact to him be 
executed only through his attorney in San Francisco (See addenda) 
After two days of negotiation witii the attorney in San Francisco 
funds were advanced in the form of an aircraft ticket for 
LAVENDBR to fly from Seattle to San Francisco and a msating v;as 
set up at the Jack Tar Hotel on ths night of January 18, 196S. 

The interview was conducted in the presence of LAVENDER’S 
attorney. Neither LAVENDER nor his attorney would permit the 
conversation to be recorded. At the beginning of the interview 
the attorney required specific reassurance that this office was 
interested in learning nothing from LAVEeroER other than his 
knowledge' of the individuals about whom he had written the
